BOERS’ CAPITULATION 


Peace Terms Show It to Be 
Far From Unconditional 


DUTCH LANGUAGE OPTIONAL 


Farms to Be Restocked at Cost of 
$15,000,000 —Self-Government as 
Soon as Possible—Prisoners to Be 


Released and Rifles Returned 


London, June 3.—Judging from the 
given out by publie 
articles 


opinions thus far 
men and from the editorial 
which haye appeared in the Loudon 
hewspapers, the terms of peace appear 
to meet with approval from all sides, 
but the extremists of both the jingound 
the pro-Boer parties find something to 
cayil at. 

The first lord of the treasury and gov- 
ernment leader, A. J. Balfour, arose at 
2:40 p. m. in the house of commons yes- 
terday and announced the terms of 
peace in South Africa, as follows: 

The burgher forces lay down their 
arms and hand over all their rifles, guns 
and ammunition of war in their pos- 
session or under their control. 

All prisoners are to be brought back 
as soon as possible to South Atrica, 
without loss of liberty or property. No 
actions to be taken against prisoners, 
except where they are guilty of 
breaches of the rules of war. 

Dutch is to be taught in the schools, 
if desired by the parents, and used in the 
courts, if necessary. 

Rifles are allowed for protection. 

Military occupation is to be with- 
drawn as soon as possible, and selfgov 
ernment substituted, 

There is to be no tax onthe Traus- 

The sum of $15,000,000 is to be pro- 
vided for restocking the Boer farnis. 

Rebels are tiable to trial, according 
to the law of the colony to which they 
belong. The rank and file will be dis 
franchised for life. The death penalty 
will not be inflicted. 


A parliamentary paper, issued last 
evening, gives the correspondence 
preceding the peace agreement. From 


this it appears that General Schalk- 
Burger, acting president of the Trans- 
vaal, informed Lord Kitchener March 
12 that he was prepared to make peace 


proposals. A month later the Boer 
; delegates submitted propositions. On 
April 13, War Secretary Brodrick — re-

Burger and Botha declared that the 
surrender of independence must be 
submitted to the burghers in the field. 


The British government expressed sur- 
prise at this attitude, but announced 
its willingness to accept the Boers’ sur- 
render on the same terms that T.ord 
Kitchener had previously offered Gen- 
eral Botha, and to give facilities fora 
consultation of the Boer commanders. 

On May 17 General Schalk-Burger 
and Mr. Steyn informed Lord Kit- 
chener that the burghers assembled at 
Vereeniging had empowered a com- 
mission to negotiate peace terms, sub- 
ject to ratification at Vereeniging. Lord 
Milner, Lord Kitchener and the Boer 
commission met May 19. The latter 
offered to surrender the independence 
of the republics, as regards foreign re- 
lations; to surrender part of their ter- 
ritory and retain self-government under 
British supervision. These proposals 
were forthwith rejected. 

The same day Lord Milner, General 
Smuts and Judge Hertzog drew up a 
form of agreement, to be submitted to 
the conference at Vereeniging for a 
yes or no vote. This was very similar 
to the final agreement and, with few 
alterations, was approved by Mr. 
Chamberlain, who, in giving notice of 
his approval, told Lord Milner he must 
inform the Boers that unless it was ac- 
cepted within a fixed limit of time the 
conference would be considered ended 
and his majesty’s government would 
not be bound in any way by the present 
declarations. The Boers asked to be 
allowed until Saturday night to give 
an answer and the result was seen in 
the termination of the war. 

The last message of Lord Milner to 
Mr. Chamberlain, June 1, after the sig- 
nature of the peace agreement, men- 
tions that Mr. Steyn’s name was 
omitted from the signatures because he 
was too ill to come up to Pretoria, add- 
ing that he bad already taken his 
parole. 

General De Wet signed first of the 
Orange Free State delegates, because 
Mr. Steyn nominated him “acting presi- 
dent on retiring from the conference. 


The peace in South Africa, and its 
very elastic terms, were welcomed in 
London last night with a mild repeti- 
tion of the Mafeking celebration. 
Hundreds of thousands of people surged 
through the streets of London from 


Whitechapel to Buckingham palace. 
There was a tremendous noise in the 
Streets, composed of a pandemonium 
of horns and cheers and the coarse jests 
of costers. Women, boys, drunken 
loafers and others, glad of any excuse 
to defy law and order, were the prin- 
cipal elements in the ragged processions 
which wended their ways through the 
city. Women of the lower classes jab- 
bed men in the faces with feathers, 
indiscriminately flung an apology for 
confetti, and in turn were hugged and 
kissed by any man who found time for 
sucha diversion. A few helpless police- 
men stood around and watched the fun. 

One of the favorite decorations with 
the crowd was a cluster of red. white 
and blue stripes \ i. tan 
hat. American vis't:s lon, who 
saw the city crazy for the st time, 
freely expressed their utter astonish- 
ment at the scenes. 

A very serious undercurrent of dis- 
content is probably responsible for the 
fact that London has not been entirely 
given over to the wildest debauch. An 
old soldier said bitterly: “Peace with 
honor! It seems to me we've got all 
the peace and the Boers have all the 
honor.” 

This idea was echoed in more think- 
ing quarters. The liberal members of 
the house of commons jleclared freely 
that peace in South Africa might have 
been secured a year earlier and upon 
better terms had not the Britis gov- 
ernment been so obdurate. 

All the cities and towns of the united 
kingdom are giving vent to their joy 
by demonstrations, bonfires and illumi- 


nations and, considering the crowds, 
remarkably few accidents have been 
reported. 
British Outgeneraled 

Halifax, June 3.—Today’s papers 
express unqualitied disapproyvai of the 
South African peace terms, laying 
particular stress upon the provision 


allowing the use of the Boer language 


in courts and schools. The Chronicle, 
the government paper, heads its article 
“A British Capitulation.” The paper 
Says in part: True, South Africa has 
been painted “red” in more than one 
sense, but it was a costly job; too costly 
we think, to havea sickly “green” diplo- 
matic cast over it all in the end. The 
acceptance of the Dutch language is 


the unpardonable crime of this other- 


wise merely imbecileagreement. Prom 
start to finish this has been a “fool” 
war. It was blundered into at the 
wrong time. It was idiotically con- 
cluded and has apparently ended ina 
final grand outburst of idiocy, The Brit- 
ish have beeu even more out pe thie 
in diplomacy than they were in the 
field.

Delegates In Ignorance 

The Hague, June 3.—While there fs 
general satisfaction here that the war 
{s ended, unvarying regret is expressed 
at the loss of Boer independence. Tt 
has been learned that the British gov- 
ernment, at the last moment, refused 
to allow the Boers in South Africa to 
communicate with their delegates here, 
thus the delegates in Europe were en- 
tirely ignorant even of the terms of sur- 
render, except as they learned of them 
through the newspapers. 


Kruger Declines to Talk 

Amsterdam, June 3.—Since the news 
was received here that peace had been 
concluded in South Africa, Mr, Kruger 
has declined to receive visitors or ex- 
press an opinion on the subject. The 
other Boer delegates here are disap- 
pointed at the outcome, and are not in- 
clined to discuss the matter. 


Cost Nearly 22,000 British Lives 

London, Juue 3.--The total British 
losses in South Africa up to the sign- 
ing of peace are reported as 1069 offi- 
cers and 20,897 men. Nearly two- 
thirds of the tota! died from disease.

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STRIKE ORDER OBEYED 


By Majority of Engineers, Fire- 
men and Pumpmen 


FEST YET TO COME 


REAL 


Operators Claim to Have Advantage 
Just at Present, but Are In Doubt 
as to Keeping Mine Pumps Manned— 
Quiet In the Coal Fields 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 3.—The order 
of the United Mine Workers of America 
calling out on strike all engineers, fire- 
men and pumpmen employed at col- 
lieries where the eight-hour workday 
With present wages was not granted, 
went into effect yesterday and a ma- 
jority of the men obeyed the order. 

Neither side can claim a victory at 
this time, because the struggle on this 
phase of the anthracite coal miners’ 
strike has just opened. There wasonly 
a partial showing of strength yesterday. 
The real test of whether or not the mine 
pumps shall be manned will begin to- 
day. Although a majority of the men 
quit work, the companies, generally 
speaking, succeeded in keeping their 
pumps in operation. The operators feel 
that at present they have the advantage, 
but they are not so sanguine of the fu- 
ture. 

The exact number of men who quit 
yesterday cannot be obtained. Each 
side refuses to make publie their fig- 
ures, but gave out information that 
roughly estimates the number of men 
affected. estimates are far 
apart. 

Considering the vast number of men 
who are idle, the coal field was very 
quiet throughout the day. Reports 
came in from several sections telling 
of disturbances, but these were of a 
minor nature only. Early yesterday 
morning aud last evening some work- 
men were stoned, principally by boys, 
as they were on their way from the 
mines to their homes. The small army 
of coal and iron policemen in the field 
are not much in evidence. The com- 
punies have instructed these men that, 
in order to avold trouble, they must not 
make themselyes conspicuous. 

Committees of the local unions are 
busy canvassing the men who re- 
m1 iined at work. Hundreds of them, 


at hie rae shad. an thar ans 
a irte red within the confines of the 
collier The companies do not care 
to risk the safety of the men by letting 
them go to their boarding houses or 
their homes. 

The several brotherhoods of railroad 
eniployes In this locality held a meet- 
ing here at which the general strike 
satuation was discussed. No action of 
any kind was taken. The railroaders 
are in hearty sympathy with the strik- 
ing miners, and it is not unlikely that 
they will give the men financial or other 
niiterial support, 

The losses for the three weeks of the 
strike, based on figures furnished by 
the operators and miners, are as fol- 
lows: Loss, to minersin wages, $3,- 
§90,000; operators’ loss in price of coal 
(normal), $7,806,000; loss of employes 
(other than miners), $904,500; loss to 
business men, $2,250,000; total, $14,850,- 
500.

MANY SENT TO HOSPITALS 


Asa Result of Rioting Growing Out 
of the Teamsters’ Strike—Numerous 
Clashes With Crowds of Sufficient 


Proportion to Block Street Cars 


Chicago, June 4.—Chicago’s police 


Were given a strenuveus life yesterday 


by the strikimg packing bouse teaws- 


ters. From daylight until long aftec 
dark the biuecoats were kept busy dis- 


persing troublemakers, who copgre- 


gated along the streets and in every 


conceivable manner placed obstacles 
ip the way of the meat dealers who en- 
deavored to move their supply wagons 
With non-union drivers, 

In spite of the striking teumsters and 
their friends 33 wagon ioads of meat 
were delivered from the stock yards to 
down town stations. Before the task 
was accomplished, however, a score of 
policemen and rioters had beeu injured 
and fully 50 persons had been placed 
under arrest. Several of the injured 
were in such a serious condition that 
they were taken to hospitals. Two of 
the injured may die. 

When the procession ef wagons left 
the packing district they were guarded 
by a heavy detail of police. As soonas 
the wagons emerged at the entrance of 
the yards fully 500 enraged strike sym- 
pathizers made a rush to overturn the 
conveyances 

The policemen drew clubs and after 
a hard struggle succeeded in scattering 
the mob. <A fresh start was made, but 
before the wagons reached the down 
town district the mob. augmented by 
hundreds of sympathizers, made an- 
other attack. Inthe fight that followed 
revolvera we Se pee wwee ve 
shot, the police instead using their 
clubs indiscriminately, and a dozen or 
more people were burt before the warch 
could be resumed. 

When the central portion of the city 
Was reached clashes between the police 
aud the crowd became humerous. Street 
car traffic Was an impossibility and it 
Was necessary for several squads of 
police to charge the crowd with 
batons before the wagous had reached 
the varlous down touWn houses. 

Yo add to the burdens of the police 
department, 1300 drivers aud their help- 
ers employed by the State street gen- 
eral retail merchandise department 
stores went on strike yesterduy. Ab 
attempt was made to deliver “de- 
partment store” goods inthe down 
town district in the afternoon with non- 
unlon drivers under police protection, 
but so much disorder developed that 
the attempt proved futile. Before the 
project was abandoned several rioters 
were hurt and many arrests had been 
made, 

An attempt by the Fair store man- 
agement to deliver goods in the after- 
noon after their drivers and teagisters 
had struck resulted In a riot, several 
injured heads and bodies. a number of 
arrests and finally the failure of the 
project, Bricks and stones were the 
Weapons used by the crowd and the 
missiles were thrown with such effect 
that after the fight was over dozens of 
big show windows in adjoining stores 
were shattered. In the attack which 
the police made upon the crowd a 
dozen men were severely injured by the 
police. Several of the strike partisans 
Were arrested. 

Av attack made last night on William 
Kiser, a non-union teawster, resulted 
in a small riot in which several shots 
were fired. Kiser claims he fired the 
shots in self-defense. Charles Roda 
received a bullet in the right leg above 
the knee and amputation niay be neces- 
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sary. At the time of the shooting Roda 
was driving pastina buggy. Wiser was 
arrested.

The union succeeded in getting 
out quite a number of men and the la- 
bor leaders assert that they are satis- 
fied with the day's work. 

One or two collieries were compelled 
to shut down their pumps because of a 
lack of men, but in all other cases the 
operators were able to fill the va- 
eancies by drawing on their reserve 
force of office and other employes. The 
mine owners claim that thus far they 
bave employed a very few nog-unlen 


meu, and bLave plenty of workers to 
draw on. 

Disturbances of a minor nature are 
becoming more frequent. These af- 
fairs are in the nature of demoustra- 
tlons ranging in numbers from about a 
dozen persons up to about a hundred. 

Many of the wofkers who go to their 
hemes are accompanied by coal aud iron 
policemen. The latter have been cau- 
tioned not to notice the actions of the 
crowds unless they attempt to do the 
men bodily harm. In nearly every col- 
liery tenmiporary living quarters have 
been provided for those employed who 
do not care to leave the place. Col- 
ored cooks are being brought iuto the 
region to provide for the men.

BOSTON’S BEEF SUPPLY 


ia Fifty Percent Below the Normal 
and May Be Further Reduced 

Boston, June 4.—Local agents of the 
big packing companies are watching 
the developments in the teamst*rs’ 
strike in Chicago, because if it spreads 
according to the program of the strike 
leaders it may affect the shipment of 
beef, which already is yery small, Chi- 
cago Is a beef centre, and ifits butchers 
can be drawa into a fight the whole 
country may feel the results. One of 
the Boston agents says that the amount 
of beef shipped to this city has fallen 
off 50 percent from the normal, This 
statement is partially supported by the 
statistics prepared by the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The retail business Is dull. It is 
clearly evident that a large proportion 
of the people is trying to get aloug with 
as little meat as possible. Wholesale 
prices went down last week $1 per 100 
pounds, but rose again this week about 
one-half of that. The agents are figur- 
ing on 11 cents a pound for the whole 
beef, and what they lose on a slight re- 
duction on forequarter beef they make 
up on the higher-priced cuts. Fore- 
quarters are selling at 92 cents a 
pound. Last week they were 9 cents, 
but a week earlier they were 10 cents. 
This variation is so slight, however, 
that it makes little difference in the re- 
tail prices. 

A large proportion of beef is killed at 
the local slaughter houses, aud is not in- 
cluded in the figures presented bere. 
The whole Jewish trade has to depend 
on local killing.

1, the first 50-cent advance having been 
made on May 17

As to Leakage of Documents 
In War Department 


STATEMENTS IN SENATE 


Thought to Have Been Based Upon 


Report Furnished by Miles, Who 
May Be Retired If He Is Found to 
Be Responsible In the Matter 


Washington, June 5.--An_ investiga- 
tion is now in progress ai the war de- 
partment to determine if possible who 
the 


was respousible for publication 


through Senator Culberson of the letter 
of Andrew kK. Weir 
Captain P. W. West. 
In the debate on the Philippines on 
Tuesday Mr. Culberson intimated that 
the war department was endeavoring 
to suppress information concerning miat- 
ters in the Philippines. He then pre- 
sented the charges of Vrivate Wier 
aguiust Lieutenant F. P. Arnold, and 
the report thereon by Captain West, 
alleging cruelties against Vilipinos. 
Mr. Culberson, when taxed by Sen- 
ator Beveridge with baving received 
the documents from General Miles 
declined to answer. A long time later 
he made the voluntary statement, with 
great care in the choice of his phrases, 


aud the report of 


that the papers had not come to him 
direcily and, as far as he knew, not in- 
directly, from: General Miles. All this 


may be true, and yet the opinion widely 
entertained at the war department and 
among army officers, that General 
Miles was responsible for the papers 
becoming public, is not refuted by it. 

The facts, as nearly as they can be as- 
certained, are that the papers passed in 
this country through ouly four sets of 
hands, those at army headuarqters, the 
judge advocate general's, the adjutant 
general's aud the secretary of war's. 
As the judge advocate general would 
naturally be the oflicer most concerned, 
there is no reason to suppose that he 
would have let them out if they con- 
tained anything which might be the 
basis of a court martial; the secre- 
tary and the adjutant general are the 
officers who would suffer all the Llame 
if the delay of the department in acting 
had done any harm, so that they are 
not suspected. 

Taking Tuesday's disclosures as a 
sequel to the premature publication of 


the relection Miles’ proposal to go 
to the SiS nes and enw the wae, 


there isa widespread disposition to hold 
him accountable, either directly or in- 
directly, for the leakage of copies of the 
papers while passing through his office. 

It Is understood that the originals 
are now, and have been for some time 
in the Philippines, where the charges 
are under investigation. Positive in- 
formation on this point ts notubtainable, 
as Secretary Root is absent in New 
York. 

The complaint of the leakage is not on 
account of the contents of the papers, 
for others equally damaging have been 
sent voluntarily to the MThilfppines 
committee of the senate. What {fs 
deemed so reprehensible fs the manner 
of the disclosure, as such papers are 
considered confidential until released 
by the secretary. 

If the report of the investigation at 
the department convicts General Miles 
of any responsibility in the premises, 
there is no question that the president 
wf! order his retirement instanter, and 
the syndicate of senators who stood 
sponsor for him a while back when his 
place was in danger will be discharged 
from further liability for their trust. 


Wood Had Extra Salary 

Washington, June 5.—The report of 
the military committee against the reso- 
lution calling for an itemized account 
of the expenditures of Cuba says that 
previous reports to congress haveshown 
that the secretary of war had made an 
allowance of additional salary to the 
governor general of Cuba of $15,000 
per annum and that the salary was 
continued until the close of our occupa- 
tion; that $50,000 has been spent in 
getting up these itemized accounts to 
April 30, 1900, and that a large force 
is now engaged in bringing the report 
down to the date of our departure from 
the island. Under these circumstances, 
the report says, the proposed resolution 
would be in the nature of an attack on 
the admiutstration and the war depart- 
ment.

PAID FOR “PROTECTION” 


How Liquor Business Was 


Carried on at Portland | 


PLUMMER’S CASE COMES UP 


Witness Ford Tells of Bribery Deal- 
ings With the Deputy Sheriff—Leach 
Is Missing—False Testimony Given 


Be'ore Grand Jury 


Portland, Me., June 6.—The testimony 
presented by the prosecution yester- 
day at the preliminary hearing in the 
case of Charles A. Plummer, one of 
Sheriff Pearson's liquor deputies, 
charged with accepting noney for pro- 
tection of liquor dealers, was even more 

sensational than bad been expected, 

The courtroom was crowded. The 

most prominent absentee was ex-Dep- 

uty Leach, who recently confessed to 
having accepted money from liquor 
dealers and who was expected to bea 
witness, Leach left the city Sunday 
and has not been seen since. Deputy 

Plummer was represented by ex-dudze 
Foster, County Attorney Whitehouse 
represented the prosecution, and Jolin 
I. A. Merrill was present as counsel 
for Ford. Plummer pleaded not guilty. 

The star witness of the day was 
Frank 1. Ford, who furnished the 
county attorney with evidence which 
led to Plummer’s arrest. lie occupied 
the stand for nearly the entire day and 
told in detail of paymenis made to the 
deputy for the protection of his place 
and as treasurer of a pool of liquor 
dealers for the protection of their 
saloons. Asa result of these puymeuts, 
he said, he was permitted to sell liquor 
without being molested by the depu- 
ties. 

During the cross-examipation Ford 
Stated that during the “protected” 
period he sold on an average of four or 
five barrels of beer a day at retail. 
Samatimes 1 bo ® 
in a single day. His gross receipts for 
retail business amounted to between 
$50 and $60 a day and wholesale $750 
a month. He employed four bartend- 
ers, he said, and had seen his barroom 
so crowded that it was almost impos- 
sible to move, “At that time,” said 
Ford, “you could not buy a drink auy- 
where else in Portland.” 

Ford arranged a “deal” with Plum- 
mer for protection of nis saloon soon 
after the latter Was appointed, he said, 
and made regular payments. About 
March 1, 1901, consented to incinude 
John A. Feeney and W. IT. Farrell to 
sell only hard liquor for $15 a month 
each. Feeney and Farrell made their 
first payments about Sept. 1. Pord sng- 
gested that others be let in, but Phum- 
mer did not want to take the chance 
on any more saloons, though he agreed 
to let in a few drug stores and hotels. 
So William F. Stone, a druggist; 
Charles S. Swett, James A. Sullivan and 
Yhomas J. Cronin, hotel proprietors, 
and Michael J. Callahan, local agent 
for the Portland and Portsmeuth Ex- 
press company, began making pay- 
ments to the deputy. Ford said Plum- 
mer frequently came to his place and 
played pool in a room directly over the 
barroom where liquor was being sold. 

Judge Foster, counsel for Plummer, 
attempted to draw an admission from 
Ford that he bad offered an official $1 
or $1.50 per barrel for permission to 
sell beer in this city, explaining that he 
wished to discredit a statement made 
by the witness that he bad paid Plum- 
mer a commission of only 30 cents a 
barrel, but the county attorney ob- 
jected. : 

Michael J, Callahan testified that he 
had collected money from liquor deal- 
ers and paid it to Ford vith the under- 
standing that it was to go to Plummer 
and other liquor deputies for protec- 
tion. 

When Callahan admitted cn cross-ex- 
amination that the testi nony be gave 
before the grand jury was false, Judge 
Foster made a motion that Callahan be 
arrested on a charge of perjury. The 
motion was denied. 

Join F. Feeney and William H. 
Farrell followed Callahan on the stand 
and corroborated the testimony of 
Ford as regards the payment of 
monthly sums by them for “protec- 
tion.” 

Several messenger boys testified to 
having carried messages from Terd to 
Plummer. 


Turkish Leader’s Downfall 

Constantinople, June 6.—The final 
court martial which tried Fuad Pacha, 
formerly under secretary of the interior, 
has found him guilty of revolutionary 
acts and sentenced him to life impris- 
onment in a fortress, to degradation of 
rank, and to be deprived of his decora- 
tions.

THE COST OF WAR 


Engiand’s Dead and Permanently In. 
capacitated Men Number 28,434 
London, June 6.—An official state. 

ment issued by the war office last evén- 

ing shows that the total reduction of 
the British forces in South Africa, up 
to May 30 of the present year, was 

97,477. This includes killed, wounded, 

prisoners, deaths from disease and men 

invalided home, Of these many have 
recovered and rejoined their regiments, 
leaving 28,434 dead or permanently 
incapacitated. The total number of 
troops kidled in action, or who died of 
wounds, is 7792, while the total num- 

ber of deaths from disease is 13,250. 

In a dispatch to The Dally Telegraph 
from Pretoria, Bennett Burleigh, the 
correspondent, expresses the opinion 
that if the British authorities display 
tact and forbearance, the reconciliation 
of the Boers will not prove difticult. 
“Lord Kitchener's admirable conduct 
of the negotiations,” says Mr. Burleigh, 
“has done much to create and eucourage 
a spirit of mutual trust and friendli- 
ness. I have talked with niany of the 
Boer leaders, They allassured me that 
they had submitted in good faith and 
that with tolerant administration Great 
Britain could hereafter depend upon the 
loyalty and fidelity of the Boers.” 

All British columns have been or- 
dered to “stand fast” until the sur 
renders of the Boers are completed. 


Gomez Wants All Soldiers Paid 

Havana, June 6.—General Maximo 
Gomez has published an open lctter 
here in which he refuses to accept the 
annual pension of $6000 provided for 
him in a resolution which is now before 
the Cuban house of representatives. 
General Gomez says it would be unfair 
for him to accept money so long as the 
other Cuban soldiers have not heen pro- 
vided for. He asserts he has a bill 
against the gxovernment for war ser 
vices, but that he is willing to wait un 
til such time as Cuba can pay all her 
soldiers.

A REIGN OF VIOLENCE 


In Connection With Street Railway 
Strike at Providence 

Providence, June 6.—Riotipg mobs 
of thousands hooted and jeered at the 
officers and passengers of passing cars, 
hurled missiles of every description 
through windows, cut trolley ropes 
and otherwise defaced with knives the 
interior fittings of cars here last night. 
All the officers from the suburban sta- 
tions were brought to the scene of ac- 
Uon in the centre of this city, and re- 
Serves were finally called out. Clubs 
were used freely in half a dozen indi- 
vidual riots, mounted men charged the 
crowds, and 25 arrests were made in 
the many fruitless attempts to preserve 
order. 

The crowds grew to such proportions 
that in the early evening all cars in the 
city proper were removed as a matter 
of precaution and until morning none 
of the traction company's equipment 
was in operation. 

The initial cause of the disturbance 
was the parade of about 850 striking 
conductors and motoermen. The line of 
march led them up Westininster street, 
where a crowd 300n gathered. Motor- 
nan and condictors on the cars which 
followed were hissed and jeered at un- 
til a blockade gave opportunity for a 
demonstration. 

There was instant response, The 
trolley was pulled off, missiles soon 
filled the air and for half an hour thou 
sands shouted themselves hoarse. The 
police were unable to gain the mastery 
until a number of arrests were made, 
Which started the crowd in another 
direction. A series of similar outbreaks 
followed, which grew so serious that 
all the available police in the city, to- 
gether with reserves, were called into 
the business section where the trouble 


Was in progress, Inthe various coim- 
bined mobs there were about 20,000 
people, 

Towards midnight the excitement 
quieted and the crowd dispersed, the 
absence of cars eliminating the chief 
eause of irritation. 

The suburban lines in some diree- 
tions were badly crippled for want of 
men, but no violence was offered else- 
where during the day.

In a book called “The Storied West 
Indies,” written by Frederick A. 
and published by D. Appleton & Co.,

EGGS OF THE SILKWORM. 


Department of Agriculture Prepar- 
ing For Extensive Tests. 
The division of entomology of the de- 
partment of agriculture will make ex- 
tensive researches this summer in the 
realm of silk culture and for this pur- 
pose has lately imported a large num- 
ber of silkworm eggs from the great 


silk producing districts of southern 
France, says the Washington Post. 


These eggs are of the size of ordinary 
bird shot and of a pale olive green 
color. 

They reach the office of the division 
in little gauze bags and are immediate- 
ly placed in a warm sunlit place, pro- 
tected from the cold, where in the 
course of a week or so they hatch. Con- 
gress will shortly appropriate $10,000 
for the investigation and promotion of 
silk culture in the south, and Dr. How- 
ard will leave in a few days for France 
and Italy to purchase a large number 
of eggs for distribution among farmers 
throughout the south.

From St. Louis to Washington For 
Special Cash Prize. 
An airship race from St. Louis to 


Washington will be one of the features 
of the aerial tournament at the world’s 
fair, says the New York World. This 
was made public the other night. The 
only condition attached to this, which 
is to be the longest race in the air 
ever undertaken, is that a prize shall 
go to the craft landing nearest to a 
fixed point in the national capital, The 
start will be from the exposition 
grounds on a duy to be fixed by the 
judges. 

The contest for the grand prize of 
$100,000 will take place over a course 
shaped like an attenuated figure 8, 
bent at nearly right angles at the focus, 
The distance will be about ten miles, 
though this has not been determined 
exactly.

tion in the Philippines. Lt is as follows: 

“I beg to thank you for youe very 
kind letter of the 31st ultimo, enclosi 
the memorial of the American Unitarian 
association passed at their annual meet- 
ing on May 22, 1902. Lam happy to be 
able to say that the bill which has just 
passed the senate will, if enacted into 
law, enable us to proceed even more 
r#pidiy and efficiently than hitherto 
along the lines of securing peace, 
perity and personal liberty to the in- 
habitants of the Philippine islands. 

“There is now almost no ‘policy of 
coercion’ in the islands, because the 
insurrection has been so entirely over- 
come that save in a very few places 
peace, and with peace the ‘policy of 
conciliation and good will, obtain 
throughout the Philippines. There has 
never been any coercion save such as 
absolugely inevitabie in putting a stop 
to an armed attack upon the  sover- 
eignty of the United States, which in 
its last phases became mere brigund- 
age.”

Fifty Thousand Head Shipped Frou 
Texas to Restock Boer Farms. 

One of the most comprehensive deals 
in Texas cattle and Whieh 
have most farreaching effect upon the 
future of the cattle industry in Texas 
had its initiative in the recent ship 
ment of sixty head of Texas 
from Pensacola, Fla., 
which were given out at 
Tex., the other day. The shipment was 
made by Maude & Carrow and is in 
tended as the first of many thousands 
to be used in rectocking the depleted 
veldts of South Africa, the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 

Walter D. S. Maude was at one time 
a member of the Six Hundred and Sey-

regiment in the Boer war and at pres 
ent holding a major’s commission in 
the British army. Richard Carrow, the 
other member of the firm, is owner of 
the Windhorst ranch in Clay county.

Faithful to New Government 

London, June 1@—A dispatek from 
Lord Kitchener, dated June i4, says 
that 2594 Beers have surrendered s‘uce 
June 13, and that everything is 
ceeding most satisfactorily. 

Dispatches from South Africa show 
that the surrender of Boers are pro- 
eeAling with the greatest good will. 
The total of the number who have al- 
ready surrendered numbers 16,500, and 
the British are extending every possible 
kindness to the men who come in. 

The appearance of General DeWet at 
the camp at Winburg was the signal! for 
a great display of enthusiasm. When 
he arrived at the camp, General De 
Wet was at once surrounded by thou- 
sands of Boer men, women “nd children, 
who struggled and clamored to shake 
the hand of their hero. General De 
Wet delivered an address, warmly ap- 
plauding the staunch support that the 
women had given the burghers during 
the war which, he sald, bad greatly en- 
couraged the men inthe tield. Continu- 
ing, General De Wet recommended his 
hearers to be loyal tothe pew govern- 
ment and said: 

“Perhaps it is hard for you to hesr 
this from my mouth, but tiod bas de- 
cided thus. I fought until there was no 
more hope of upholding our cause, and,

Christian people, God now demands

The Real Inventor of Telegraphy. 

Weber was the first who established 
a permanent workable telegraph line 
and thereby demonstrated the practical! 
value of the electric telegraph. Weber's 
house was connected with the astro- 
nomical and magnetic observatories by 
a-line over two miles in length. The 
signals were made by the deviations of 
the needle of a galvanometer to the 
right and left and were interpreted ac- 
cording to a conventional alphabet. 
The use of interrupted or reversed cur 
rents did not permit the transmission 
of more than one or two words a min- 
ute, but the speed was increased to sey- 
en or eight words by the use of In- 
ducted currents.

‘The 
state of affairs in the town of Tiaon, 
as found upon investigation by offi- 
cers of the Third brigade, showed that 
in May, 1901, delegates of insurrection 
conferred with Major Gardener and 
were instructed to return to Tiaon and 
prepare for election. For the ap- 
pointive officers of the town such men 
were selected as were designated by the 
guerilla leaders. 

Wherever investigation of organiza- 
tion of municipalities under the civil 
government was mide, a similar state 
of affairs was found to exist. The 
principal and most important duty of 
the police force was to give the in- 
surgents notice of the movements of the 
American forces. Another duty of the 
police in this province was to furnish 
misinformation to the commanding 
officers of American forces relative to 
the operations of guerillas. In Tiaon 
insurgent officers and soldiers were in 
and about the town whenever they 
chose to be.

In New York 
city, where almost no colored members 
were enrolled, an association was or- 
ganized last year with 225 members, 
where the employment bureau, educa- 
tional classes and dormitory are lead- 
ing features. The classes were immedi. 
ately filled with negroes ambitious for 
self improvement, The colored associa- 
tions are growing, as the international 
committee has two field secretaries su- 
pervising this movement. There are 
now twenty-eight in the cities and six- 
ty-three in colleges, with 6,000 mem- 
bers, but without employed secretaries 
in charge these are not very efficient. 
Five such men were ::!ded last year, 
mostly in northern cities, and three 
men are in preparation at the training 
school. 

Indianapolis has 25,000 negro young 
men, New York and Charleston 30,000 
each, Atlanta and Philadelphia 40,000 
each, Washington and New Orleans 
80,000 each and Baltimore 89,000. 
Booker Washington says: “We must 
depend upon the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian association not only to rescue but 
to preserve the young manhood of my 
race. Every dollar put into this work 
for my race becomes an interest bear- 
ing dollar. Money spent in this direc- 
tion means a better voter and a better 
citizen.” It is likely that a large de- 
velopment of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian association will take place among 
the colored men of the cities.

Count Cassini has already informed 
Secretary Hay of the intentions of the 
Muperial visitor, The secretary will be 
}at his summer home at Lake Sunapee, 
N. H., and it will net be for him to re- 
ceive the grand duke officially. Count 
Cassini has arranged, that 
the distinguished visitor shali pay his 
respects to the president at Oyster 
Bay. The embassador has taken a 
handsome cottage at Bar Harbor, and 
some brilliant entertainments will be 
given there, 

The grand duke will visit New York, 
Boston and Philadelphia, but it is not 
likely that he will so to Washington. 
He will land at San Francisco, where 
he will be met by Mr. Zelenoy, second 
secretary of the Russian embassy. Aft- 
er spending a few days in the metropo- 
lis of the Pacitie coast he will cross the 
continent, making in 
such cities as interest hin. 

The grand duke is not yet twenty- 
five years of age and is unmarried. He 


however, 


leisurely stops 


is a soldier by profession and is at 
present a member of the imperial 
guard and colonel of the Azoff reg!- 


ment of infantry. 
Prince Cheng, another expected vis- 


itor, is a brother of the emperor of Chi- 


na. He is famous through his associa- 
tion with Li Hung Chang in the nego- 


tiations at the time of the Boxer trou- | 


bles and because he was the envoy se 
lected to apologize to the emperor of 
Germany for the killing of Baron Ket- 
teler. He added to the gayety of na- 
tions by refusing to kotow to the em- 
peror or Germany upon his appearance 
at court. He based his refusal on the 


ground that the “kotow” was an act 


of reverence reserved especially for his } 


own emperor. William II. tried by ev- 
ery diplomatic method to overcome the 
scruples of the Chinese envoy without 
effect, and a ludicrous compromise was 
the result. 

Prince Cheng is accompanied by a 
suit of ten persons, among whom are 
several distinguished 
men and scholars. Prince Cheng will 
arrive in this country some time in Au- 
g£ust. 

It is likely that a similar programme 
will be followed in entertaining these 
eminent Chinese visitors as during the 
recent visit of Prince Henry and of the 
French representatives to the Rocham- 
beau celebration. A special delegation 
will be appointed by the secretary of 
state to receive them and to entertain 
them throughout their visit.

Toronto Cars Held Up 

Toronto, June 23.—The first attempt 
made by the Toronto street railway to 
run their cars with men hired to take 
the places of the striking motormen 
and couductors was met with violence. 
Only one effort was made to reopen the 
traffic and the temper shown by the 
Strikers and their sympthizers con- 
vinced the officials that it would be im- 
possible to run cars without strong 
protection. It was therefore decided 
to appeal to the authorities for troops 
and to suspend operations until their 
arrival. Stones, sticks, eggs and stale 
vegetables were the weapons adopted 
by the strike sympathizers to prevent 
the railway company from giving a 
service yesterday. Several of the im- 
ported men were roughly handled by 
the mob and Motorman Johnson, an old 
employe of the company, came near 
losing his life. 


Soldiers Will Shoot te Kill 
Paterson, N. J., June 23.—There was 
no disorder here yesterday. Several 
houses in the Itaiian quarter were 
visited by the police. who searched 
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them for arms, but the visits brought 
no result. The militia is sfill on guard 
at the mills and some men of the de- 
tails are stationed at the upper windows 
of each place, armed with rifles. The 
general orders are to shoot to kill if a 
mob appears. 


Sympathy For Paterson Strikers 

Hudson, N. J., June 23—Twelve 
hundred silk workers employed in the 
Hudson county mills met last nightand 
decided not to go to work today. These 
workers represented about 50 percent 
of all the employes in the mills of this 
section. The move is made to express 
sympathy with the Paterson mill work- 
ers Who are out.

Fireworks Factory Burned, With Loss 
of From $25,000 to $30,000 

West Hanove ar, Mass., June 23.—The 
main factory of the National Fireworks 
company was totally burned yesterday, 
together with adl machinery, stock and 
finished goods, and several other build- 
ings badly damaged by a fire that is be- 
lieved to have been incendiary, caus- 
ing a loss of from $25,000 to $30,000, 
The company manufactured _ fire- 
crackers of all sizes, and the tire started 
in a vacant basement room directly un- 
der the shippiug room in which were 
-000 cases of finished goods await'ng 
shipment. 

A tremendous explosion gave the 
first intimation of the fire and for two 
or three hours thereafter there was an 
almost continuous fusillade that pTre- 
cluded any attempt on the part of the 
fire fighters to get anywhere near the 
burning building. 

Some 70 feet from the main factory 
was located the magazine in whien 
Were several tons of powder. George 
J. J. Clark, the proprietor of the works, 
showed great coolness and bravery ly 
entering the magazine and removing 
all the loose powder toa place of safety, 
aud it is largely due to his efforts that 
the buildings and contents were saved. 

The fire burned for seven hours, as 
all that could be done was to let it 
burn itself out. After the fire had been 
burning more than six hours a sharp 
explosion gave waruing that it was not 
even then safe to approach too near. 

The reports of the explosions were 
heard in towns 12 or 15 miles away. It 
is believed that the fire was set. Pro- 
prietor Clark and his assistants had 
been at work in the shipping room get- 
ting some goods ready for early ship- 
ment, until with a few hours of the 
breaking out of the fire, and left every- 
thing in proper order,

On the 
other hand, Acting District Attorney 
Swift did put some questions, to clear 
up certain points, to his own witnesses. 

Resting as the case did upon the testi- 
mony of alienists as to the defandant’s 
mental! condition, the testimony of Drs.

Festal Board, 

In spite of the temperature at this 
season Fourth of July dinners, lunch- 
eons and similar festivities are always 
notable features of the day's celebra- 
tion. ss 

In many homes, whether the dinner 
is a special affair or not, the dinner ta- 
ble is always decked with the national 
colors. Then, too, so many pretty little 
decorations are now provided that one 
can give a festal air without much 
work or expense. ‘Tiny flags, bonbon 
boxes in the form of. giant firecrackers, 
drums. Liberty bells, wee maids in the 
guise of the Goddess of Liberty and nu- 
merous other devices help to make the 
table gay. ; 

A pretiy way to utilize the national 
colors is to arrange six or eight candle- 
sticks with red, white and blue candles 
iu a large circle on the table under the 
chandelier and to attach loosely to 
them from the chandelier red, white 
and blue ribbons. Groups of tiny 
American flags, with the emblems of 
the new possessions, should adorn the 
ebandelier. 

The following menu is suggested; 

Little Neck Clams 
Cold Bouillon. 
Broiled Whitefish, Sauce Tartare. 
Pineapple Sherbet. 

Roast Lamb. Green Peas. 
Cucumbers. Radishes. Olives, 
Lobster Salad. 

Crackers. Cheese. 
Watermelon. Coffee. Bonbons. 

The pineapple sherbet can be served 
in the shell of the fruit. If this Is to 
be done, care should be taken in select 
ing a large one with a full yellow top. 
Cut a siice from the top, leaving the 
spines on, and carefully scoop the pulp 
from the interior. Set the shell with 
the top on the ice until time to serve. 
Place a large grape leaf on the plate, 
fill the shell with the sherbet and stand 
it on the leaf. Place the top on for a 
cover. 

The watermelon should be cut in two 
and a thin slice taken from the eud of 
euch half, so that it will stand. The 
top edges can be decorated with the 
tiniest flags. 

The best way to serve a melon is to 
scoop the interior out with a large 
spoon. Bonbon boxes in seme patriotic 
device can be placed at each cover.

PLEA FOR KNEE BREECHES. 


Senator Depew Says Court Conxtume 
Wins Trade For Untted States. 
Senator Chauncey M. Depew, recent- 
ly interviewed by the New York Even- 
tng Journal's London correspondent on 

the knee breeches question, said: 

“The United States bas become one 
of the family of nations. When you 
become the member of a community, 
great or small, you have to behave 
with what is regarded as good man- 
hers by that community or be consid- 
ered a boor. You can be a boor if you 
like that position. We had a member 
of congress once who refused to wear 
a dress suit or socks because he found 
he could associate only with people 
who did not wear dress sults and 
socks, and then he discovered another 
limitation in that he had to wash his 
feet. 

“Mr. Reld In a recent speech proved 
by precedent that the wearing of court 
dress by Americans had existed from 
the foundation of the government and 
that we had never departed from it. 
We don't conform to the requirements 
[et all the courts to which our embas- 
gsadors are accredited. The only con- 


ing of knee breeches and stockings.” 

When told that’ Mr. Morgan wore 
knickerbockers at the Choate dinner, 
he smiled without comment. Then he 
said: 

“When we send representatives to a 
forelgn government for the purpose of 
maintaining friendship and amicable 
relations, it is not so much for objects 
of peace or war as for getting trade. 
If you begin by offending the’ customs 


from other guests, you will be handi- 
capped as against the nations who do 
not. so offend. Also you will not ac- 
complish so much. Franklin discov- 
ered that when he went to France. If 
we had not sent a special embassy to 
the coronation, while all other nations 
did, there would have been ill feeling.” 


Artificial Eyelids. 

The latest surgical triumph, accord- 
ing to the London Science Siftings, is 
the grafting of a new set of upper and 
lower eyelids to the eyes of a man who 
lost his original set in a fire. The acci- 
dent had left both eyeballs entirely un- 
protected, and there was danger of the 
victim losing his sight entirely. It was 
resolved to replace them by grafting 


the skin from the hip of the patient. It 
was necessary to proceed slowly, but 
che experiment was successful from the 
start. The four new eyelids perform 
their normal functions naturally,

RECEIVES WARM WELCOME 


—_——— 


Makes Addresses and Presents Medal 
to Rev Dr Hale—Attends Dinner of 
Participants In Spanish-American 


War and League of Press Clubs 


Cambridge, 
its history 


Mass., June 26.—In all 
Harvard university has 


never seen so brilliant a commence- 
ment day as that which was graced by 
the presence of her distinguished 
alumnus, President Roosevelt, yester- 
day. Nature joined with man in per- 
fecting the details of the program of 
unusual interest. From first till last 


there was a grand outburst of enthu- 
siasm among the great body of under- 
graduates and alumni. 

The formal program was not unlike 
that of long custom, but the features 
were the conferring upon President 
Roosevelt of the honorary degree of 
doctor of laws and later his speech at 
the alumni dinner, in which he told of 
the achievements of college men, touch- 
ing upon matters of national interest, 
and prefacing it all with a tender, in 
behalf of the American people, of sym- 
pathy to the English people in their 
present sorrow. It Was according to 
custom also that the president attended 
commencement With Governor Crane 
and his official staff, and under escort 
of cavalry. The other notable guests 
were Secretary of State Hay, former 
Secretary of the Navy Long, Ambas- 
sador Von Holleben of Germany, Sena- 
tor Hoar and ex-Governor Boutwell, 

On the rostrum in Sanders’ theatre 
to the rght of President Eliot sat the 
presidential party; one the left hand 
the corporation and faculty members. 


The program Was a formal one, open- 
ing with prayer by Rev. Dr. Peabody, 


dean of the Divinity school. 

The theatre shook with the thunder of 
applause as President Roosevelt re- 
ceived his degree, and for some minutes 
it continued, the recipient bowing his 
acknowledgements 

The exercises being at an end, the 
presidential party withdrew, 
driven to the home of President Eliot. 
Here lunch was served and an informal 
reception held by the faculty. 

At 2 o’clock President Roosevelt and 
the other guests repaired to the college 
yard, where a column was formed, this 
time of the alumni. Headed by the 
band, the procession passed through 
the grounds, Where cheers were given 
by the student body and by the alumni 
by classes. The march led to Memorial 
hall for the usual commencement din- 
ner. At the speakers’ table was John 
D. Long, president of the alumni, with 
President Roosevelt on his left hand 
and President Eliot at his right. Next 
to the former were Governor Crane, 
Mr. Cortelyou, Ambassador Von Hol- 
leben and Senator Hoar. To the left 
of President Eliot were Secretary of 
State Hay, Solomon Lincolnof Boston, 

tey. Dr. E. E. Hale and ex-Goyernor 
Boutwell. 

President Eliot spoke forthe univer- 
sity. He told of the growth of the in- 
stitution in the last 10 years, and said 
that there had come into the treasury 
the past year something morethan $1,- 
000,000, with promises of $2,000,000 
more. He then spoke of the influence 
colleges Lave on the life of the country, 
and compared the work of today with 
that of a 100 years ago. 

Governor Crane next spoke ‘briefly, 
welcoming to the state the President 
of the United States, and expressing 
his hope that the future of the uni- 
versity will be as productive of intel- 
lectual uplifting as the past. 

President Roosevelt next spoke, after 
a finttering introduction by Mr. Long. 

The closing speech was by Secretary 
of State Hay.

dinner exercises were 
owing to lateness, by 
the benediction of Rev. Dr. Gordon. 
From the hall President Roosevelt 
went to the chapter house of the Alpha 
Delta Phi, where he presented in be- 
half of the chapter a gold medal to Rey. 
Edward Everett Hale. Rev. Dr. Hale 
made a response to the gift in words 
full of feeling, and in addition reading 
verses which he read at commencement 
dinner in July, 1889, at the 50th anni- 
versary of his class. 

From the chapter house the president 
drove to the Hasty Pudding club and 
then to the Harvard union, in each 
place holding a very brief reception. 
At the union thepresident spoke briefly, 
chiefly on the influence of the social 
side of college life. From the union 
the party was escorted back to Hotel 
Somerset, Boston. 

On President Roosevelt's return to 
the Somerset he found there a body of 
officers who had come to escort him io 
the banquet in his honor given by the 
Commandery of Massachusetts Naval 
and Military Order of the Spanist-

NOTHING FOR DEPOSITORS 


Merchants’ Bank of Newport Is Prob- 
ably a Complete Wreck 
Newport, R. I., June 26.—Asthe in- 
vestigation into the condition of the 
Merchants’ bank here continues, a 
state of affairs is developed which leads 
State Auditor Gray to believe that the 
institution is wrecked completely and 
the shortage is placed at anywhere 

from $150,000 to $200,000. 

Cashier Sherman, who a week ago 
attempted suicide, still lies in a very 
critical condition and his recovery is 
doubtful. His act led to the appoint- 
ment of a commission by Governor 
Kimball at the request of depositors. 

The insurance representatives are 
also at work on the insurance depart- 
ment of Sherman’s business. If condi- 
tions prove to be as complicated as the 
reports now show, there will be little 
or no chance for the depositors to se- 
cure a doilar of their deposits from the 
wreck. 


Police Chief Witnessed Suicide 

Derby, Conn., June 26.—Peter Reed, 
aged 52 years, attempted to kill his 
wife yesterday, and later committed 
Suicide at the jail by taking a large 
quantity of carbolic acid. Mrs. Reed 
is in a critical condition and is not ex- 
pected to live. The quarrel between 
Reed and his wife arose over money 
matters. At the police station Reed 
requested Chief of Police Arnold to go 
to his house and bring a dress-suit case 
which contained a change of clothing. 
The chief complied with the request 
and when he returned Reed opened the 
case and took from it a bottle containing 
earbolie acid, which he drank before 
the eyes of the chief. He died half an 
hour later. 


Bakers’ Strike Threatened 
Fall River, Mass., June 26.—One 
hundred and forty bakers of this city 
will go out on strike on July 1, unless 
the demands embodied in a communica- 
tion to the master bakers are granted. 
The bakers demand not less than $18 
a week for foremen, $15 for second men 
and not less than $13 for any baker; 60 
hours shall constitute a week’s work 
and 10 hours a day’s work, and 30 cents 
an hour is demanded for all overtime 
work. At a meeting of the master 

bakers this request was refused. 


Colored Brethren at Odds 

Boston, June 26.—The bill in equity 
brought in behalf of the St. Paul (negro) 
Baptist church against Alfred Moore 
and others for the purpose of having 
the defendants enjoined from interfer- 
ing with the pastor, Rev. Mr. Drew, aud 
from taking possession of the church, 
was before the superior court 3 ester- 
day.

Attempt to Wreck Car 
Providence, June 26.—A charge of 
dynamite, placed on the tracks of the 
United Traction company, exploded 
last night under a suburban car at 
Riverside. A wheel was torn off and 
the trap-door in the flooring was blown 
into the car. The two passengers were 
badly frightened, but they were unin- 
jured. This is the second instance with- 
in a few weeks where powerful ex- 

plosives were used to wreck cars, 


New Railroad In: Vermont 

Manchester, Vt., June 26.—A charter 
has been authorized by the secretary 
of state for the building of anew steam 
railroad, to be known as the Man- 
chester, Dorset and Granville railroad. 
The capital stock is to be $350,000. 
Surveyors will begin on the road at 
once. It will be 23 miles long, over 
easy grades, running through a rich 
farming country and near large marble 
and slate quarries, 


Murder and Suicide at Springfield 

Springfield, Mass., June 26.—Mrs. 
Antone Mueller, wife of a German 
brewer, was shot and killed yesterday 
in her home on Main street by Joseph 
Bencker, a tobacco sorter. ‘The mur- 
derer committed suicide by shooting. 
A friend said that Bencker has been 
jealous because the woman would not 
concentrate her affections upon him, 
and that he had frequently said he 
would shoot her. 


Pawtucket Has Quieted Down 


Pawtucket, R. L, June 26.—The last 
remaining troops of the state militia 
which was ordered here two weeks ago 
to suppress riots brought about in con- 
nection with the street railway em- 
ployes’ strike departed last night.

| CRISIS IS NOT REACHED, 


But King Edward’s Condition Shows Improvement. 
A More Hopeful Feeling Because of the Ab- 
sence of Complications---King Was to be 
Crowned Today, but England is Praying 
That His Life May Be Spared. 


London, June 26.—King Edward's 
condition is even more satisfactory 
than has been indicated by the last 
bulletins. He has made a decided im- 
provement, and the feeling at Buck- 
ingham palace is very hopeful. The 
king is able to take nourishment; he 
had scrambled eggs and a little hock 
and soda last evening, and he per- 
sonally opened several telegrams, 

The absence of complications creates 
hopefulness in all quarters, although 
several days must pass before the pos- 
sibility of danger can be eliminated. 

The representative of The Associated 
Press has ascertained, with regard to 
the brief and to some extent S4ague 
character of the bulletins, which give 
no information as to the king’s tem- 
perature, pulse, ete., and which for 
these reasons have been much com- 
plained of in some quarters, that this 
is not due to a desire to conceal any- 


thing or to apprehension-of the result | 


of the king's illness. The doctors had 


the case of the late President McKinley | 


in mind, and, in view of the fact the 
crisis has not yet passed, they were 
determined to couch the bulletins in the 
most guarded language so that the 
hopes of the public should not be unduly 
buoyed up. 

Notwithstanding the fact that this ts 
the intended coronation day, 
London is now even more crowded with 
people than it was yesterday, the scenes 
witnessed on the streets last night were 
in marked and pleasant contrast with 
those of Tuesday erening. The reck-

impeded, and even the most popular 
thoroughfares were comparatively de- 
serted. No illuminations dispelled the 
natural gloom which settled over the 
metropolis. The moon failed to pene- 
trate the darkness over the city, and a 
rather cold wind was blowing. 

Quiet and depressed; the crowds 
Waited outside Buckingham palace for 
the night's final news of the sovereign. 
For several hours they kept their pa- 
tient vigil, wandering aimlessly, but 
With palpable anxiety, about the open 
space which fronts the royal resi- 
dence. For some reason or another a 
feeling pervaded the crowds that if 
the king lived until last night he would 
live to be crowned. 

Inside the palace all was quiet. 
Queen Alexandra, who had been in the 
vicinity of the sick room the entire 
day, dined with a few members of the 
royal family. The callers who came 
to the palace in the course of the even- 
ing contented themselves with driving 
up to the outer gates, where they 
alighted and walked in to inquire atthe 
equessies’ entrance for the latest news. 
There they met only liveried servants 
and small knots of reporters. With the 
exception of these callers and the 
noblemen who have the entree to the 
court, everybody was rigidly excluded 
from the palace by the police.

TAX RATE AND DEBT. 


How Quincy Stands Among the 
33 Cities of the State. 


Some figures on tax rates and debt 
of cities issued by the Boston Statisti- 
cal department are of interest to Quincy 
taxpayers. 


The highest tax rate in 1901 was at 
Brockten, $20.70 and the lowest at 


Springfield, $14.00. 
The average for the 33 cities of the 


commonweath is $17.35 and the tax 
rate of Quincy was $17.60. 
Fourteen cities had a larger rates 


and 18 had smaller. 

Seven cities had the same tax rate 
in 1901 as in 1900. 

Nine cities had larger tax rates, 
while Quincy was one of 17 cities to 
have a smaller rate, being 60 cents less 
than in 1600. 

In comparison of city debts, Quincy 
does not make as fayorable a showing 
as intax rates. The highest per cent. 
of net debt to valuation is in the new 
city of North Adams, which has one 
of the highest tax rates, where it is 
8.31. In the city of Springfield, 
which has the lowest tax rate, the per 
cent. is but 2.73. The average for the 
33 cities is 5.52 per cent., while the 
percent. in Quincy is 6.90. But four 
cities in the State—North Adams, 
Marlboro, Newton and Lynn—have 
a larger per cent. of debt to valuation 
than Quincy. 

In the summary below, the cities 
are arranged in order of tax rates, be- 
ginning with the largest. The second 
column of figures shows the per cent. 
of net debt to assessed valuation in 
1901 to which is added the change in 
per cent from 1900:

DECISIVE ENGAGEMENT 


Places Venezuelan Government 
In Bad Position 


1700 TROOPS SURRENDER 


After a Five Hours’ Fight With Rev- 
olutionists—Government’s Demand 
For Second Payment of Duties by 


Importers Causes New Tangle 


Willemstad, June 26.—Advices from 
Venezuela, under date of June 20, say 
President Castro recently tried to oc- 
cupy La Vela (on the gulf of Coro). He 
sent General Colmenares with a large 
force of troops to attack the town, by 
sea, hoping that General Ayala would 
assist by land and catch the revolu- 
tionists, Who are there commanded by 
General Riera, General Matos’ first 
lieutenant, between two fires. But for 
unknown reasons there was no assist- 
ance by land and General Colmenares, 
after three hours’ fighting, was com- 
pelled to re-embark lis troops and 
abandon the attack. 

During the morning of June 20, Gen- 
eral Riera left La Vela and with 1500 
men attacked Coro, the capital of the 
State of Falcon, nine miles distant. 
After tive hours’ battle General Ayala, 
first vice president of the republic and 
commander of Castro's army, and Gen- 
eral Telleria, president of the state of 
Falcon, 17 generals and 45 colonels 
surrendered, with five guns and 1682 
men, 

The moral effect of this victory is in- 
calculable on all the country, as Presi- 
dent Castro lately represented in bul- 
letins that General Riera was flying 
with only 10 followers. 

Deserters and fugitives are entering 
Cumana and Barcelona by the hun- 
dreds. The new disaster complicates 
General Castro's position in Barce- 
lona, the headquarters of President 
Castro's largest army. General Velu- 
tinl, the chief commander, quarre}s 
daily with General Castro (who is a 
brother of the president) and he will 
abandon the command. The situation 
is more than critical. 

The government is compelling im- 
porters at Carupano to pay again the 
duties collected on goods received dur- 
ing the late occupation of the town by 
the revolutionists. The first payment 
Was made to the revolutionists, which 
causes a new diplomatie incident. 

The United States vice consul, Juan 
A. Orsini, has left Carupano for 'Trini- 
dad. His life was daily menaced by 
soldiers for having tried to protect the 
interests of French citizens as consul 
for France. 


Italians Stirring Up Trouble 

sarre, Vt, June 26.—The Ltalian mem- 
bers of the Barre branch of the Stone- 
cutters’ National union are very n uch 
stirred up over the alleged discovery 
that some are being paid Jess than the 
union wages by an Italian firm here

It was only by hard werk on 
the part of Chief of Police Brown a: d 
several of the cooler-headed members 
of the union that a row was prevented. 
Serious trouble is feared, as the ital- 
ians are inan ugly mood.

Mrs. Glass grabbed a pillow 
and placed it under George's head, then 
began shouting for help. Martin, using 
his revolver as a club, struck ber sev- 
eral savage blows with the butt of it, 
cntting the sealp in many places. She 
then rushed to the stairs, screaming, 
and Martin followed her down, after 
which he disappeared. 

George Glass, the victim, was about 
30 years old, and for two years past 
had been a student at the Harvard med- 
feal school, only returning home from 
Harvard last Saturday. 

When locked up the prisoner said he 
did not remember having any irouble 
with his brother or his mother and de- 
nied al! knowledge of having shot or 
assaulted them. Martin is said to have 
done but little work for two years pi st.

After a stormy night morning 
Which seemed to mean postponement 
of the races until Friday the afternoon 
developed into a cloudless day of almost 
perfect weather for shell racing.

The wind at 
this time was blowing a gale and Ref- 
eree Meikleham decided to postyone the 
freshman und ‘varsity races. 

At 5:45 o'clock the referee steamed 
over the course and notified the crews 
to get ready. By 6:07 both crews were

at their stakeboats. At 6:09 the ref- 
eree’s pistol] flashed and the two big 
shells leaped away from their stake 
boats. Harvard got the best of the 


start and in 10 strokes had the nose of 
her shell a quarter of a length ahead 
of the blue’s boat. The crimson eight 
had the best water over the first 
quarter mile and her men made ali out 
of it that they possibly could. 

At the half-mile flag the boats were 
almost even. Over the next half-mile 
the race was a desperate struggle. 
The boats zigzagged for a minute and 
a half and then the blue shell begau 
to creep ahead. Yale reached the first 
mile flag two seconds before Harvard. 
The Elis were two-thirds of a Jength 
ahead. It had been a terrible fight, 
but Yale had finally gotten the lead. 

Irom the end of the first mile to the 
1%4-mile flag the boats scarcely changed 
positions. Over this distance Yale had 
gained but half a second. On towards 
the two-mile flag the powerful eights 
swung with mechanical precision. but 
all the while Yale's shell kept creeping 
a little bit ahead. 

At the two-mile flag, which is half 
way point in the race, Yale was lead- 
ing Harvard by four seconds. Yale 
eased up a bit on her stroke and dropped 
it down to 31. Harvard, seeing Yale re- 
lax, jumped her's up to 34. But de- 
Epite this spurt Yale picked up another 
second between the two-mile and the 
243-mile flag. 

Over the next half mile the blue’s 
crew picked up just another second 


in the struggle for the supremacy. At 
the three-mile Yale led by two good 
lengths. There was very little dif- 


ference in the power in the two boats, 
but between the two strokes there was 
a decided difference. Yale did her work 
with more ease than Harvard. The 
Harvard men jammed their oars into 
the water, while Yale's went in smooth- 
ly, but firmly. Yale reached a little fur- 
ther back on the catch than Harvard 
and chopped her stroke off a little 
guickerat the finish. Harvard's stroke 
was more exhausting than Yale's. 

The crews entered the long avenue 
of yachts in grand style. Harvard's 
eoxswain dashed water in the face of 
McGrew, who was rowing up to the 
limit of -his power. Although there 
was still another mile to go it was now 
plain that Yale had more strength left 
than Harvard and that, barring an 
accident, the victory would be for the 
blue. Little by little Yale increased 
her lead until at the 3%-mile flag she 
was nine full seconds ahead of Harvard, 
which means practically three full boat 
lengths. 

It was now a spurt for the last half 
mile of the race. Yale raised her stroke 
to38and then to34. Harvard held her's 
at 34 fo®a minute, but had to drop it 
at last to 32. The Harvard coxswain 
made a bad mess of bis steering over 
this last part of the race. Long before 
the crews reached the 3%-mile flag it 
Was apparent that Jackson, the Har- 
vard coxswain, was going to run his 
¢erew into the outside fag of Harvard's

The blue’s time was 20:20, just 10 
seconds lower than the record made by 
the famous Yale crew of 1888. Har- 
vard’s time was 20:33, which gave to 


Yale the victory by four good boat 
lengths, 

Just as the finish flag fell and Yale’s 
men stopped rowing, Daly, the 


bow in the Yale boat, dropped limp 
ever the side of the shell. It looked 
as though he would fall overboard be- 
fore Watermau eould throw water 
On him and revive him. He finally got 
into his seat and rowed over to the 
launch with the ressof the men. Har- 
vard’s oarsmen were all literally 
pumped out at the finish. 

The story of the freshman race is 
easily told for the first mile. The Yate 
boys got the best of the start and heid 
it. Yale finished the mile just one 
length ahead of their Harvard cousins. 
Just beyond the mile flag the Harvard 
boys began to spurt. Little by little 
they cut down Yale’s lead until at che 
1%-mile flag they were leading Yale 


by alniost a length. The boats zig- 
zagged between the strokes for the 
bext minute until they were — almost 


even. Then Yale weakened a little, but 
soon she regained control of her boat 
and once more the shells were practi 
cally even. 

The Harvard boys put their stroke 
up to 66 and Yale raised her's to 2210 
one of the grandest fights ever seen on 
Jany river between freshman crews 
The tags at the finish dropped and no 
one could tell which had dropped first. 


The watches made it a dead heat in 
10:18 aud a moment later the judges 
announced that the race was a draw 


The Yale freshmen had rowed the two 
miles in just two seconds slower 
than the Yale ‘varsity 

The four-oared race was a victory for 
Harvard froin the very start. The 
Harvard four got the lead at the crack 
of the pistol and never lost it. At the 
end of the half-mile Harvard was leac- 
ing Yale one length and at the mile 
there was open water between tie 
boats. At the end of the mile and a 
half, Harvard was a length and a 
quarter ahead. The Harvard four 
spurted and increased this lead to a 
trifle over two lengths at the finish. 
Harvard’s time was 11:1994: Yale’s,

An Energetic French Captain 

Port of Spain, June 27.—The Frereh 
cruiser Suchet recently returned quite 
unexpectedly to Carupano, and ber 
commander, M, Lebris, was informed 
of the arbitrary arrest by officiais of the 
Venezuelan government of seven 
French traders living at Carupano.

Cheering Reports from the Bed- 
side of King Edward---He 
Enjoys a Cigar. 


London, June 27.—The following 


bulletin was posted at Buckingham pal- 
ace at 11 o'clock last night; 

“The king las passed a fairly com- 
fortable day and has maintained his 
Strength. There is a returning desire 
for food which has been very carefully 
given. There Las been some return of 
pain in the wound.” 

London, June 27.—Those around 
King Edward continue to be astonished 
at his rapid recovery. The slightly 
annoying symptoms mentioned in the 
bulletins issued at 11 o'clock last night 
are quite inconsequential compared to 
the fact, which The Associated Press 
has learned, that his majesty again took 
food last night and was afterwards al- 
lowed to smoke a cigar. 

Queen Alexandra sat with her hus- 
band all the evening and only left him 
after he had fallen into ua peaceful 
sleep. 

Mention by the king's doctors of the 
eare with which food is administercd 
to the patient and of the return of pain 
in the wound cau safely be taken as 
merely anvarnest of their conscientious 
iutention to make public the slightest 
adverse symptoms, however unim- 
portant. 

The king’s courage and good temper 
are remarkable, and yesterday he per- 
sonally wrote several telegrams ard 
one or two notes 

As evidence of the king's persistent 
refusal to efface himself from his con 
bection With state affairs, and ir. cor 
roboration of the statement that the 
physicians are satisfied with gtheir 
patient’s condition, The Associated 
Press learns that besides personally 
opening telegrams Wednesday even 
ing, King Edward then insisted upen a 
final inspection of the honor list. There 
Was one appointment of considerable 
importance which had not been detinite- 
ly decided at that time. The king ap 
proved this nomination and gave the 
final order to the department inter- 
ested, thus saving one of the recipients 
of honors from severe disappointment. 

King Edward is better in every way 
than he was Wednesday night or yes: 
terday morning. The return of pain in 
bis wound is not accompanied by any 
appreciable increase of temperature. 
In fact the doctors are inclined to re- 
gard the patient's pain and his appe tite 
as healthy symptoms. 

Following the expressed desire of the 
Prince of Wales, the arrangements for 
illuminating the city, which invoived 
the costly erection of set pieces for 
electric and gas lights, will be allowed 
to remain and will be utilized “im- 
mediately it is authoritatively en- 
nounced that the king is out of danger.” 

By the king’s personal desire, the 
royal pardons of offenders ijn the army 
will go into effect just as if the corona- 
tion had occurred. This last intima- 
tion suitably brought to a close the day 
which was to have been notable in 
English history, and which, from the 
viewpoint of the public, has passed in 
that mediocrity which is attached to 
all things that are neither wholly good 
nor wholly bad. 

The most striking feature of corona- 
tion dfiy, as it is still called, was the 
universal substitution of services of in- 
tercession for those of rejoicing. These 
services occurred throughout the 
country and on board the great fleet 
that lies unreviewed in Portsmouth 
harbor. Yet even these lacked pa- 
thetic and dramatic elements. In the 
face of yesterday's favorable bulletins 
tears and litanies were out of place. 
The crowds that packed the streets 
of the metropolis until midnigbt last 
night evidenly appreciated this and 
there was a general sense of rejoicing. 

With the favorable progress of the 
king there is much discussion as to how 
the coronation will eventually be ef- 
fected. While nothing has in any way 
been definitely settled, it appears that 
it will consist of a drive direct to

To improve each year in the excel- 
lence of the programs presented at the 
graduation exercises of the Quincy 
grammar schools is not an easy task. 
Although the printed program for this 
year was after the stereotyped form of 
recent years, somehow the exercises 
seemed to stand out as the most satis- 
factory and pleasing for many years. 

Although the seating capacity of the 
High School hall is"but 800 about 1200 
were crowded in. The decorations 
were largely the same as on the previ- 
ous evening at the graduating exercises 
of the High school.

ALMOST STRICT PARTY VOTE 


Differs In Many Particulars From 
Measure Passed by Senate—Amend- 
ment to Ultimately Grant Self-Gov- 


ernment Meets With Defeat 
Washngton, June 27.—At 8 o'clock 
last night, at the end

the Philippne civil government _ bill, 
practically as it came from the com- 
mittee. It was a party vote 141-97, 


with the exception of Mr. MeCall

dependence as soon as a stable govern- 
ment could be established, was de- 
feated by 95 to 136.

The Denio- 
crats offered a multitude of amend- 
ments, but all were voted down, includ- 
ing one to prohibit slavery or invol- 
untary servitude in the islands. 

The greatest interest attached to an 
amendment offered by Mr, McCall to 
declare the policy of the United States 
to develop the capacity of the Vill- 
pitos for self-government and pledging 
the faith of the United States to grant 
them self-government.

The house measure also 
Gefines with greater detail than the 
Senate the rights of citizenship of 
those residing in the islands, and pro- 
vides that all residents shall receive 
the same protection from the United 
States in respect (0 their relation with 
foreign governments as Is accorded to 
citizens of the United States.

between the senate and house bills is 
that relating to coinage. ‘lhe senate 
provided a silver standard somewhat 
in extension and perfection of that pow 
in existence. The house measure pro 
vides a gold standard system, with the 
gold dollar of the United States as the 
standard unit of value for the islands. 
The main coin is to be the peso, made 
in silver, but of a gold value, and this 
is to be divided into subsidiary pieces of 
money bearing devices emblematic of 
American sovereignty. Provision also 
is made for a system of paper currency, 
banks and for a complete tinancia] Sys- 
tem. 

In dealing with the grant of fran- 
chises, the house bil! places mnany more 
restrictions on such grants than the 
senate bill. Both bills provide for ac- 
quiring the friar lands and for the issue 
of bonds sufficient to pay for these 
lands, the senate provision making the 
interest rate 4% percent und the house 
5 percent. Both measures contain ex- 
tended provisions relative to timber 
lands, harbor and internal improve- 
ments, and for two delegate commis- 
sioners chosen by the Filipinos to repre- 
sent them in Washington and have the 
privilege of the floor of the house.

Whenever this wasted energy can be 
turned into electricity the revolution 
will come. All heating, cooking and 
lighting will eventually be done by 
electricity. 

“All the railroads now run by steam 
will be operated by electricity. As a 
conservative estimate I should say that 
this would happen by the end of the 
century. It might happen within ten 
years. 1 firmly believe a new type of 
long distitnce high speed engine will 
come within twenty-five years, and I 
look to see the trip from New York-to 
Philadelphia made in from a half to 
three-quarters of an hour.” 

Professor Parker of Columbia col- 
lege was also among the conservatives 
in his predictions for the future. 

“I belleve a great many things will 
eventually be done by electricity that 
are now performed by steam,” be said. 
“When that time will come, I do not 
care to say, Trains may be run by 
electricity. Cooking, heating and a 
hundred other things are perfectly 
feasible and will come in good time. 
The tremendous possibilities of Niaga- 
ra falls as a source of power cannot 
be overestimated, It is capable of do- 
ing a great deal that has been deemed 
impossible in the past.”

Commandant Aa cane There Were 
50,000 In the Beginning. 

A dispatch from Kimberley, Griqua- 
land West, dated Monday, June 16, to 
the Washington Star, says: Comman- 
dant Kemp, General Delarey's lieuten- 
ant, who surrendered at Mafeking 
June 11, has arrived here. In an inter- 
view the other day he gave some inter- 
esting figures regarding the war. He 
said that about 50,000 Boers were in 
the field at the outset and that only 
1,500 out of 5,000 men available fought 
at Colenso, where the Boer losses were 
not heavy. At Spion Kop, where the 
British suffered so much, the Boers 
had only fifty-three men killed. In one 
of the fights outside Ladysmith the 
Boers had fifty-six men killed and over 
100 wounded, Their losses were heavy- 
jer at Brankspruit and Vlakfontein. 

The Boers were often worried by the 
British shrapnel and lydidite fire, but 
when intrenched they did not fear the 
shells. Members of the Boer forces of- 
ten managed to get into Johannesburg, 
Krugersdorp and Pretoria, procuring 
valuable information, and frequently 
crossed the blockhouse lines at night. 
Commandant Kemp did not allow the 
Boers of his command to wear khaki, 
the British uniform.

Superintendent Ralph and iis as- 
sistant, Patrick Reilly, state the car 
which left Marlboro in charge of Cou- 
ductor Felix Sawyer and Motorman 
William Moore should have waited at 
what is known as the Flag brouk cross- 
ing until it was passed by the special 
workingmen’s car, which left Iudson 
in charge of Conductor lfugh MeNiff 
and Motorman John H. Harris. 

The down car did not wait, and as it 
aped on both motorman and conductor 
little dreamed that their neglect to 
wait could have such terrible results. 

The point where the two cars met 
Was just around a slight curve, and at 
the foot of a down grade. The motor- 
men and conductors and passengers had 
but little warning of the disaster, and 
When the motornien knew that a col- 
lision was bound to come, both stood 
to their posts like heroes, and Motor- 
man Harris now lies dead, while grave 
fears are entertained of the recovery of 
Motorman Moore.

suls Flee For Safety 


ADMIRAL BOMBARDS CITY 


Men From the North Made a Deter- 
mined Fight In the Face of Fire 
From Machine Guns—Foreign Resi- 


dents’ Lives In Extreme Danger 


Cape Haytien, Hayti, June 30.—There 


has been wuch fighting here and great 
excitement prevails. Admiral Millick, 
commander of the Haytien fleet, disem- 
barked a further detachment of troops 
and a large quantity of ammunition at 


4 o'clock yesterday morning for the 


protection of General Firmin, one of 
the candidates for the presidency of 
the republic. 

Since 6 o'clock yesterday morning 
there have been several lively engage- 
ments between the men from the teet 
and the revolutionists from the north. 
Several machine guus were set upina 
commanding position by General Fir- 
min’s forces, and an attempt was made 
to drive the men from the north from 
their position. Notwithstanding the 
tire from the machine guns, detacb- 
ments of the northern revolutionists 
made several attacks on General Fir- 
mim's followers and the latter were 
eventually dislodged. 

In the meantime the vessels under the 
command of Admiral Killick were 
bombarding Cape Haytien. This action 
Was taken without previously having 
notified the foreign consuls here. There 
was a lively rain of shots down the 
streets of Cape Haytien 1! day long. 
The firing was particularly heavy be- 
tween noon and 2 o'clock and between 
4 and 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

At the moment of filing this dispatch 
the foreign consuls, under the protec- 
tion of their various flags, are with 
General Firmin and are about to em- 
bark on the government gunboat Crete- 
a-Pierot. They are under a rather heavy 
fire aud in considerable danger. 

The foreign residents of this port are 
at present exposed to the lawlessness 
and savagery of the combatants, 

Deep regret is expressed that no war- 
ship of a foreign power is in the harbor 
at present to afford protection to foreign 
residents i 


Great excitement reigns here and as 
this dispatch is sent the firing n the 
streets continues. 


Port au Prince, June 30.—The elec- 
tions for deputies have commenced 
here. The city is calm. In tho other 


cities of the republic, however, mili- 


tary supervision of the elections las 
been imposed and the people are very 
much excited. 


Crooked Police Officials 

Minneapolis, June 30.—A verdict of 
guilty was returned in the cose of De- 
tective Nathanial W. King, indicted on 
charges of being accessory after the 
fact toafelony. King stands convicted 
of having guilty knowledge of the 
theft of a diamond. King was chief 
of detectives under Mayor Ames in a 
former administration. His conviction 
bas a depressing effect on the other in- 
dicted officials. All the indicted  of- 
ficials continue to draw salaries from 
the city. 


Higher Wages For Printers 

Chicago, June 30.—The threatened 
strike of the Chicago job printers has 
been averted, the employers acceding 
to the demandsofthe men. Beginning 
next Tuesday all union printers em- 
ployed in the book and job printing of- 
fices in Chicago will receive a ma- 
terial advance in wages. This will be 
the first time in more than 20 years that 
the job printers of this city have re- 


Medford, Mass., June 30.—Rey, Isaae

Some years ago in a poisoning case 
which proved fatal the doctor in at- 
tendance kept the parsnips, regarding 
the identity of which there could be no 
doubt, as they contained the tooth 
marks of those who had eaten them. 
He subsequently planted them, and 
they grew to be the real garden pars- 
nip. Just why these transformations 
from poisonous to nonpoisonous should 
take place has not as yet been made 
out.
